SECTION 1
RULES AND REGULATIONS

APPLICATION OF TARIFF- The charges and provision named herein apply to
connection with the transportation of passengers and their baggage in buses
chartered for the exclusive use of parties between points within the Washington
Metropolitan Area Transit District.

TOLL, PARKING AND OTHER CHARGES -The charges named herein do not include
bridge, tunnel, ferry fees, parking charges , admission fees, or any fee charged for
the provision of an interpreter. Such additional charges must be paid by the
party chartering the vehicle.

HAND BAGGAGE AND OTHER PROPERTY AND EQUIPMENT - Hand baggage and
other property and equipment will be accepted for transportation only to the
capacity of the vehicle. Baggage will not be checked. This includes personal
baggage, musical instruments, athletic equipment and other paraphernalia
necessary for the purpose of the chartered trip. Carrier assumes no
responsibility or liability for such personal baggage and /or property transported
by it.

SIGHTSEEINGSERVICE - The term “Sightseeing Service” is defined as a bus service
in which a lecture or guide is used to lecture to passengers on board the bus and
to point out information to passengers as to sights being seen by them.

LIABILITY FOR DELAYS - Carrier will not be liable for delays caused by accidents,
breakdowns, bad conditions of the roads, snowstorms, and other conditions
beyond its control, and does not guarantee to arrive at or depart from any point
at any specified time.

OBJECTI ONABLE PERSONS — The carrier reserves the right to transport or not
transport a person or persons being belligerent, under the influence of drugs or
any intoxicants that causes them to conduct themselves in an objectionable
manner to other passengers.

REPORT CHANGE - A dispatch charge of a minimum of $195.00 will be made for
each vehicle, when the vehicle is ordered to report for service and that service is
cancelled after the bus has been dispatched.
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SMOKING, EATING AND/OR DRINKING POLICY — No smoking is allowed on any
coach at anytime. No eating or drinking is allowed on coaches within a 2 hour
driving radius of Washington, DC without special arrangements and cleaning
deposit.




11 FEDERAL OR ANY OTHER TRANSPORTATION TAX - Any Federal or other
transportation tax in effect at the time any transportation service is provided
shall be added to the charges or faxes stated.

12 DEPOSITS - Unless satisfactory credit has been established, a deposit equal to

the base amount of the charter must be received with each order. Such deposits
must be received not later than 14 working days prior to the start of the charter.
